It has 
been one of the standing jokes of 
municipal 
management 
for 
many 
years. 
It is the jail in which are 
confined men who have been ordered 
to pay alimony to their wives and 
who have refused. 
The list of those 
who have been jailed include wrell 
known writers, musicians, actors and 
others of less public interest. 
The usual stunt of the actor who 
has been ordered to pay alimony is 
to keep away from New York. 
One 
well known actor used to come as 
fa f east as Jersey City on his tour, 
but he omitted New" York. 
He cross­ 
ed the river sometimes iii the deajd of 
night to exchange 
a 
surreptitious 
greeting with his old friends. iBut 
for the most part he stayed in Jersey 
when he was not traveling west of 
that state. 
In this way he avoided 
the penalty for defaulting on alimony 
payments. 
Caught iii New York he 
would have been compelled, in de­ 
fault of the payments, to go to Lud­ 
low' street jail. 
That punishment has always been 
a joke to some, but to an actor it is 
a serious matter. It would have kept 
him from fulfilling professional en­ 
gagements and earning money. 
To 
a writer the confinement of Ludlow 
street was a period of rest. 
He lived 
at the public expense asd had plenty 
of time and opportunity' to pursue his 
vocation. 
Moreover, he was not de 
nied under other administrations the 
consolation 
of 
the 
society of his 
friends. 
The rules of Ludlow' street have 
always been lax. Men in confinement 
have always been permitted to see 
i^eir friends under few' restrictions 
and they have pursued their w’ork 
rn ithout 
interference. 
There 
have 
even been afternoon teas in Ludlow 
street 
and 
men 
have spoken of it 
sneeringly as a sort 
of 
municipal 
boarding house. 
All this the new' sheriff proposes 
to change. 
He intends to make it a 
jail and not a boarding 
house, 
in 
which laudable ambition he deserves 
the support of all men who have a 
respect for the law'. 
It is a jail or it 
is not. 
If it is a jail, it should be 
conducted like one. 
All jails do not look alike to the 
sinner in New' York. 
There is the 
Tombs, which has been made a pleas­ 
ant abiding place for several of New 
York’s sinners. 
When Charles H. Hyde was con 
fined fliers he had a pleasant room 
with a private bath—once the quar­ 
ters of the warden, but given up by 
him for more desirable apartments. 
Hyde’s ease was decided finally in 
his favor and he was released and 
this probably settled in the minds of 
many' persons the justice of the len­ 
iency which was shown to him. 
But the fact remains that a great 
many men have been imprisoned un­ 
justly and if they did not have the 
money and the pull of Hyde they had 
to get along with confinement in an 
ordinary cell. 
Lately 
William 
J. Cummins, the 
bank wrecker, has occupied Hyde’s 
old quarters. 
Cummins was under 
sentence and there was no question 
of his guilt. 
But his testimony was 
needed iii clearing up certain bank 
matters in their relations to others. 
So Cummins was kept in the Tombs. 
Instead 
of 
being 
locked up in a 
gloomy unhealthy cell like any other 
criminal, he has been allowed to stay 
in the private quarters of the prison 
and has even been 
taken 
out 
to 
luncheon to restaurants in the down­ 
town district. 
All this is calculated to give the

I c°in and Douglas cnrPates and Cul- 
lcm’s intimate association w;ih Lin­ 
coln, whom he followed into tin. ranks 
0 the republican party. 
He presided 
over the session of the Illinois house 
at which, after Fort Sumter had been 
1 ired upon, Stephen A. Douglas ap­ 
peared and made his dramatic plea 
tor the preservation of the Union. 
During the first of President Lin­ 
eal n’s second term Mr. Cullom came 
to the national house of representa­ 
tives and began a work which wms 
practically interrupted only when he 
served two terms as governor of Illi­ 
nois. 
Lincoln was assassinated soon 
after 
Cullom 
entered 
Washington 
life, and the young legislator w*as a 
member of the committee that de­ 
manded the return of the president’s 
body to Springfield. 
Then when the 
country began to recover from what 
seemed a final blow and the recon­ 
struction set in with the Thirty-ninth 
congress, Cullom began his service 
with the Illinois delegation, and with 
such colleagues in congress as Lo­ 
gan, Wentworth, Blaine, Conking and 
Hayes and Garfield, both of whom 
attained the presidency. 
After six years in the house, dur­ 
ing which he had seen the impeach­ 
ment of Andrew' Johnson and taken 
part in tho making of a most critical 
period of American 
history, 
he re­ 
turned to Illinois, vowing never again 
to take oflire, only to become speak­ 
er of the legislature and later gov­ 
ernor.

The one wish expressed on his death 
bed was that he might live to see the 
completion of the 
memorial

old friend. His memoirs of fifty years 
cf public service, finished only a few' 
months before his final illness over­ 
took him, concluded after this man­ 
ner: 
“I have no great fear of death, ex­ 
cept the natural fear of the physical
